DeLucia was arrested once in 1927, twice in 
1930, twice in 1932, and once in 1940 in Chicago, for 
investigation of various charges but. no convictions 
resulted from these arrests. 


. On December 31, 1943, DeLucia was convicted 
in New York City of a violation of the: Anti-Racketeering 
Statute, for which he was sentenced to ten years in 
prison and fined $10,000.00. He was paroled on 

August 13, 1947. On May 29, 1958 ,. he was convicted in 
Chicago. for Federal income tax evasion for which he 

was: sentenced to three years in prison and fined $5,000.00 
on each of three counts. He entered prison on 


July 2, 1959, and was released on October 21, 1961. 


Arrests and Convictions. 
in Italy aoe : / 


In 1917, while residing near Naples, Italy, 
DeLucia was convicted of the fatal shooting of Amelio 
Perillo during a family feud which eventually took . 
fourteen lives. DeLucia was sentenced to two years for 
the shooting. While in prison; an attempt was made 
upon. the life of DeLucia's father, Antonio, and an 
individual named Capasso was originally suspected of the 


‘attempt but was cleared: by police, Upon. being released

from prison, DeLucia killed Capasso, after which he 
fled from Italy. He was subsequently tried and convicted 
in absentia by an Italian court and sentenced to 
twenty-one years in prison.

Paul DeLucia was born Felice DeLucia on 
January 14, 1897, in Apricena, Italy, to Antonio and 
Maria DeLucia. He was baptized in Naples, Italy; and 
resided there until 1917, when he was sént to prison for 
two years for the fatal shooting of Amelio Perillo. 
Iwo years later, after leaving prison and after killing 
Capasso, he fled from Italy using a passport issued to 
one Paul Maglio. On August 1, 1920, he left Bologne, 
France aboard the "SS Ryndam" and arrived in the United 
States August 10, 1920. After his arrival, he applied 
for and obtained United States citizenship on 
September 27, 1928, under the name Paul DeLucia. 


In view of his entry into the United States 
under a false name and his obtaining of United States 
citizenship thereafter with the intent and for the 
purpose of escaping from and concealing his part ina 
murder in Italy for which he was subsequently convicted, 
DeLucia's citizenship was revoked by United States 
District Court, Chicago, on June 11, 1957. DeLucia was 
ordered deported to Italy on January 26, 1959, by the 
Special Inquiry Office of the United States Immigration 
and Naturalization Service. —

Since issuance of the deportation order, DeLucia 
has been and continues. to be an alien deportable to 
Italy at any time.
